The "Pobeda" farm machinery factory at Novi Sad is a product of the first 
Fire-Tear Plan. Among the new types of farm machinery nov being produoed there 
f >r the first time in Yugoslavia is the selector, ,used for sorting grain. Where- 
as foreign tjpee of selectors can select only one kind of seed, the Tagoelar 
machine, with th addition of a drum nd a elere, can select four or fire kinds of 
grain and sort a mixture of sereral kinds of grain. It also has a sieve which 
sorts out weed seeds and inert utter. A special duster for ducting sorted seed 
is being dereloped for this selector. 

Mill hammers, which previously have been imported, will be made at "Pobeda" 
this year. The new mill heater will be muoh simpler and of greater capacity than 
any previous machine of this type. 

Gteasa sowers have not been manufactured heretofore in Yugoslavia. The 
mower now being wade at "Pobeda" can alao be used for cutting heap. The first 
grass mover was delivered to the farm workers 1 cooperative at Petrovaradln on 
1 May 19*9. The plan provides that- enough movers will be made this year to 
supply all the atate farms in Yugoslavia. 

The oottuniaing aaohine processes hemp waste into eo-oalled "kotonin*, 
a fiber used for filling quilts or, when bleaohed an* further processed, as a 
substitute for lint. It was necessary to put the material through the proto- 
type of thie machine eight or nine times; however, this defect has been elimi- 
nated. 

The nev farm machines , imported la the past, which are oow being dereloped 
at "Pobeda" include a filter press for fruit Juice, which oar also be used for 
all kinds of oil; a milk separator; and various kinds of seed separators, crushers, 
o leavers, winnowing fans, ventilators, and purer grlndore.

Many products that have always been imported in the past will be made* -this 
year by Serbian Indus try * 

The Serbian metal enterprises are scheduled to produce 60 percent m^re 
plows than last year, and more cultivators, planters, harrovo, crushers, ^nd 
grape presses. The "Prolater" agricultural implement and tool factory' in 
Leskovac is making special cutter for beets and cotton, which was imported 
in the past. The "Sumadija" farm machinery factory ir Belgrade is serially 
producing cotton planters and grape presses of as much as 500 liters 5 capacity. 

A number of new milk-processing machines are being built in Yugoslavia for 
the first time. The "Proleter" metal enterprise in Belgrade has begun serial 
production of churns, mixers, vats for cheese -making, tubs and cans, milk measures, 
Gerber apparatus for measuring the quality of milk, coolers, and milk pal la. 

More consumer goods, such as aluminum ware, plates, kettles, dishes, and 
foou containers are being made. Forty percent more enameled and unenaaaled 
kitchen ranges and more wall clocks are planned for this year. The first alarm 
clocks will be mode in June. 

Whereas more than 50 percent of the bicycle parts were imported in the past, 
now only ball bearings, spokes, and chains are imported. By the end of 1949 the 
'’Zmajevao" factory in Subotloa will begin production of these parte. 

lew 300-liter boilers for steam cooking will be made for restaurants and 
mess halls. 

Various new leather products for the textile Industry, suede, and fine- 
quality chamois are being produced. Infanta* shoes are now being made, and the 
production of ohlldren*s shoes bas been increased 10 peroent. 

All kinds of filters for the food -processing industry, acoustical cloth for 
the radio Industry, all kind* of surgical thread, insulating cloth, thread, end, 
canvas are being made at "Stalingrad 1 ' in Belgrade and "Koruska" in Zemun. ThlB 
year poplin, a material for men's shirts, is to be made, and men ,, s knitted silk 
shirts, silk bloustj, and ether knitted silk artioles are being made for the 
first time in Yugoslavia.
